^Jf HE President and Board of Inspectors of the State 
^i Penitentiary for the Eastern District of Pennsyl- 
vania, respectfully present the following report for 
the year A. D., 1912. 

No change has occured in the personnel or the organ- 
ization of the Board. 

The administration of the Institution by the Warden, 
^l^^obert J. McKenty, has the cordial approval of the 
Qi Board. 

The condition of the Buildings and plant of the 
v^ Institution, has been preserved in the highest working 
-«>^efficiency; several improvements have been planned, of 
'i which details will be presented. In this connection it is 
"^ purposed to increase the facilities for the education of the 
inmates, permitting a wider scope in the work now be- 
ing done. 
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Every step taken is following up a carefully consid- 
ered purpose to do the utmost possible to meet the best 
wishes and designs of the people, whose servants we are. 

School facilities have been furnished, by building up 
yards, not needed in the rear of cells; this can be still fur- 
ther done, to supply us with much needed room. 

Our classes have grown and we are receiving a gen- 
erous service from under-graduates of the University of 
Pennsylvania in extra hours of class room work School 
for illiterates, and the Correspondence School for those 
further advanced are all doing well, and we have started 
a trade school from which we hope increased growth and 
great benefit in the near future. 

The operation of the Parole Law, presents a con- 
stantly growing field of thoughtful effort; from the na- 
ture of the case, the problems presented are often painful 
and complex in their character, but the outcome has 
been as satisfactory as could be reasonably expected. 

A detailed statement will be found in the report of 
the Parole Officer. 

The excellent condition of the health of the inmates, 
and the general activities for their care and well being, 
is illustrated in the accompanying reports. 

We beg to call official attention to the fact that our 
charge to the Counties for maintenance is 19 cents per 
capita per diem. 

We are indebted to the members of the Consulting 
Staff, for their generous and efficient services so freely 
given. 
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The Board has been in close attendance, and given 
personal supervision to the various departments and 
business of the Institution. 

In conclusion, the President of the Board takes the 
opportunity to express his high appreciation of the faith- 
ful and efficient service of his associates of the Board and 
the Officers of the Institution. 

We respectfully invite attention to the accompany- 
ing reports.

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2b ^Ae Honorable Board of Inspectors of the State Penitentiary for the 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania : 

Gentlemen : 

I beg leave to submit the following report for 
the year 1912. 

On the first day of January, there were prisoners 
in this Institution as follows: — 

1017 white males, 15 white females, 306 colored 
males, 12 colored females. 

During the year, there were received prisoners as 
follows: — 

362 white males, 2 white females, 94 colored males, 
10 colored females. 

Prisoners were discharged during the year as fol- 
lows: — 

By Commutation Law 159; by Order of Court 18; 

8 
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by Order of Department of Justice 2; Time out 34; Death 
10; Pardoned 19; by Order of Managers of Huntingdon 
Reformatory 2; by Parole 168. 

At the close of the year there were prisoners as 
follows: — 

1050 white males, 12 white females; 328 colored 
males; 16 colored females, showing an increase in the 
population from last year of 56. 

The largest number present during the year was 
1427, the smallest 1338, the average being 1379. 

The discipline of the Institution has been good 
during the year. 

The new sanitary plumbing system has been com- 
pleted throughout the entire Institution, thereby, doing 
away with the old and unsanitary condition. 

Repairs and betterments have been made as seemed 
needful for the preservation of the property. 

There were 21 yards covered on the Seventh Block, 
thereby making five large rooms, two of which are being 
used as a school for illiterates, the remaining being used 
as a Trades School, which was started in June. The in- 
terest shown by the inmates and the success, which they 
have accomplished in the work, proves to our mind the 
importance of these schools, as the young men who are 
taking advantage, will be fully equipped to go outside 
and obtain employment by which they can earn a liveli- 
hood. 

Baptism and Confirmation has been held by the 
various churches. 

The female prisoners have been visited regularly 
by the King's Daughters and the Sisters of Mercy. 

The prisoners in need of clothing, on discharge. 
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have been supplied by the Pennsylvania Prison Society, 
through their agents, Mr. Albert H. Votaw and Mr. Fred- 
erick J. Pooley. 

During the year there has been added to our Con- 
sulting Staff, Dr. Frank C. Knowles, as Dermatologist. 

I desire to thank the Board of Inspectors and Offi- 
cers of the Institution for the counsel and aid given me in 
the discharge of my duties during the year.

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Of the fifty-three prisoners received during 1912, who have serv- 
ed one or more terms previously in this Institution. They are illus- 
trations of persistancy in course of crime and indicate the growth of 
a permanent class whose causes and remedies call for the most seri- 
ous consideration. 

1 B (6026), received January 8, 1912. On December 13, 1907, 
at the age of twenty-two years, he was convicted of horse stealing, 
and sentenced in the Court of Lebanon County to one year and six 
months in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commuta- 
tion law February 28, 1909, (B 3972). He also served one year 
and one month in the Huntingdon Reformatory for larceny. On 
January 4, 1912, at the age of twenty-eight years, he was convict- 
ed in the Court of Lebanon County of larceny, and sentenced to not 
less than nine mouths and not more than three years in this Peni- 
tentiary, his present term (B 6026). He is a native of Lebanon, 
Pa., attended public and private school nine years, is moderate, 
married and has one child. 

2 (B 6031), received January 11th, 1912. On August 31, 
1905, at the age of twenty- three years, he was convicted of burg- 
lary and attempt to rob, and sentenced in the Court of York County 
to five years in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commu- 
tation law February 28th, 1909 (B 2927.) He also served 30 days 
in the York County Jail for assault and battery. On January 4th, 
1912, at the age of thirty-one years, he was convicted in the Courts 
of York County of removing packing from journal boxes, larceny 
and receiving stolen goods, and was sentenced to not less than two

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years, and not more than five years in this Penitentiary, his present 
term (B 6031). He is a native of Pennsylvania, attended public 
and private school seven and one half years, is moderate, and single. 

3 (B 6035), received January 16, 1912. On January 14, 1908, 
at the age of twenty-five years, he was convicted of larceny and sen- 
tenced in the Court of Dauphin County to two years and six months 
in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation law Dec- 
ember 14, 1909, (B 4026). He also served two terms in the Dauphin 
County Jail for larceny, one of nine months and one of three months. 
He also served two terms in the Dauphin County Jail for larceny as 
bailee, one of two months and one of one month. On January 8, 
1912, at the age of twenty-nine years, he was convicted in the Court 
of Dauphin County of larceny and sentenced to not less than one 
year and not more than three years in this Penitentiary, his pre- 
sent term (B 6035). He is a native of Harrisburg, Pa., is occa- 
sionally intemperate, and widowed. 

4 (B 6036), received January 16, 1912. On May 10, 1897, at 
the age of twenty-five years, he was convicted of voluntary man- 
slaughter and sentenced in the Court of Lancaster County to three 
years in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation law 
Janary 10, 1900, (A 9419). He also served four months in the 
Dauphin County Jail for larceny. On January 10, 1912, at the age 
of forty-one years, he was convicted in the Court of Dauphin Coun- 
ty of felonious entry and sentenced to not less than one year and six 
months and not more than three years in this Penitentiary, his pre- 
sent term (B6036;. He is a native of West Virginia, is occasionally 
intemperate, and single. 

5 (B 6042), received January 26, 1912. On June 4, 1889, at 
the age of thirty -three years, he was convicted of burglary and sen- 
tenced in the Court of Lancaster County to seven years in this 
Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation law March 4, 
1895, (A4921). He also served six months in the Lancaster Coun- 
ty Jail for selling liquor without a license. On January 16, 1912, 
at the age of sixty years, he was convicted in the Court of Lancas- 
ter County of murder in the second degree, and was sentenced to 
not less than nineteen years and not more than twenty years in 
this Penitentiary, his present term (B 6042). He is a native of 
Columbia, Pa., is occassionally intemperate, and married. 
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6 (B6049), received January 30, 1912. On February 7, 1907, 
a>t the age of twenty-two years, he was convicted of burglary and 
sentenced in the Court of Cumberland County to four years in this 
P^enitentiary, which expired under the commutation law September 
30, 1910, (B 3565). He also served one year and nine months in 
tlie Philadelphia House of Refuge for larceny, and one year and 
six months in the Huntingdon Reformatory for larceny, and one 
year in the Cumberland County Jail for assault and battery. On 
January 27, 1912, at the age of twenty-seven years, he was convict- 
ed in the Court of Adams County of larceny and was sentenced to 
not less than nine months and not more than three years in this 
Penitentiary, his present term, (B6049). He is a native of Penn- 
sylvania, is moderate, and married. 

7 (B 6051 ), received January 30 1912. On November 16, 1901, 
at the age of nineteen years, he was convicted of larceny and sen- 
tenced in the Court of Adams County to one year in this Penitenti- 
ary, w^hich expired under the commutation law September 16, 1902, 
(B 1175). On April 29, 1905, at the age of twenty-one years, he 
\\'as convicted of breaking, enteiing and larceny and sentenced in 
the Court of Adams County to eight years in this Penitentiary, 
which expired under the commutation law July 29, 1910, (B2799). 
On January 27, 1912, at the age of twenty-eight years, he was con- 
victed in the Court of Adams County of larceny from pei-son, aggra- 
vated assault and battery, breaking and entering, larceny and re- 
ceiving stolen goods, and was sentenced to not less than five years 
and not more than fourteen years in this Penitentiary, his present 
term (B 6051). He also served one month in the Adams County 
Jail for larceny. He is a native of Adams County, Pa., is occa- 
sionally intemperate, and single. 

8 (B 6055), received January 31, 1912. On May 15, 1905, at 
the age of sixteen years, he was convicted of breaking, entering and 
receiving and sentenced in the Court of Union County to five years 
in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation law 
November 15, 1908, (B 2819). On January 30, 1912, at the age of 
twenty-six years, he was convicted in the Court of Dauphin County 
of larceny, and was sentenced to not less than one year and six 
months and not more than three years in this Penitentiary, his 
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present term (B 6055). He is a native of Dauphin County, Pa., 
is moderate, and divorced. 

9 (B 6062), received February 5, 1912. On January 18, 1909, 
at the age of twenty-five years, he was convicted of attempt hig^h way 
robbery, and sentenced in the Court of Chester County to two years 
in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation law 
August 18, 1910, (B 4693). On January 29, 1912, at the age of 
thirty-four years, he was convicted in the Court of Chester County 
of burglary and was sent-enced to not less than twelve years and 
not more than twenty years in this Penitentiary, his present term 
(B 6062). He is a native of Jamaica, ie occasionally intemperate, 
and single. 

10 (B6073), received February 19, 1912. On March 23, 1909, 
at the age of twenty-six years, he was convicted of entering baild- 
ing with intent to commit a felony, larceny, and sentenced in the 
Court of Franklin County, to three years in this Penitentiary, 
which expired under the commutation law June 23, 1911 (B 4869). 
On February 6, 1912, at the age of twenty-eight years, he was con- 
victed in the Court of Franklin County of entering building with 
intent to commit felony and larceny, and was sentenced to not 
less than six years and not more than ten years in this Penitenti- 
ary, his present term (B6073). He is a native of Tennessee, is 
occasionally intemperate, and single. 

U (B6080), received February 26, 1912. On February 1, 
1904, at the age of twenty -three years, he was convicted of robbery 
and sentenced in the Court of Bradford County to six years and 
six months in this Penitentiary, which expired under ihe commuta- 
tion law June 16, 1908, (B2213). On September 7, 1908, at the 
age of thirty-two years, he was convicted of carrying concealed 
deadly weapons, and sentenced in the Court of Bradford County to 
one year in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commuta- 
tion law July 7, 1909, (B4406). He also served six months in the 
Bradford County Jail for assault and battery. On February 19, 
1912, at the age of thirty-five years, he was convicted in the Court 
of Bradford County of robbery, and was sentenced to not less than 
three years and not more than five years in this Penitentiary, his 
present term, (B60S0). He is a native of Bradford County, Penn- 
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sylvania, is occasionally intemperate, and single. 

12 (6089), received February 28, 1912. On July 7, 1904, at 
tlae age of twenty-two years, he was convicted of aggravated assault 
and battery, and sentenced in the Court of Philadelphia County, to 
one year and 6 months in this Penitentiary, which expired under 
the commutation law September 22, 1905, (B2417). On February 
28, 1912, at the age of twenty-eight years, he was convicted in the 
CJourt of Philadelphia County of manslaughter and sentenced to not 
less than eleven years and not more than twelve years in this Peni- 
tentiary, his present term (B 6089). He is a native of Virginia, is 
occasionally intemperate, and single. 

13 (B6100), received March 7, 1912. On June 25, 1906, at the 
age of twenty-two years, he was convicted of assault and battery to 
kill and sentenced in the Court of Philadelphia County, to three 
years in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation 
law September 25, 1908, (B 3311). On March 7, 1912, at the age 
of twenty-seven years, he was convicted in the Court of Philadel- 
phia County of attempt to enter with intent to steal, and sentenced 
to not less than three years and nine months and not more than 
four years in this Penitentiary, his present term (B 6100). He is 
a native of Virgina, is an abstainer, and single. 

14 (B6105), received March 13, 1912. On October 14, 1879, 
at the age of twenty-seven years, he was convicted of receiving stolen 
goods, and sentenced in the Court of Lycoming County to two 
years in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation 
law August 14, 1881 (A 76). On March 6, 1912, at the age of 
sixty-three yeai-s, he was convicted in the Court of Lycoming County 
of larceny and sentenced to not less than nine months and not 
more than three year» in this Penitentiary, his present term 
(B 6105). He is a native of Lycoming County, Penn., is moderate, 
married, and has two children. 

16 (B 6112), received March 15, 1912. On June 5, 1905, at 
the age of twenty-eight years, he was convicted of assault and 
battery to rape and sentenced in the Court of Philadelphia County 
to one year in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commu- 
tation law April 5, 1905, (B 2831). On March 15, 1912, at theage 
of forty years, he was convicted in the Court of Philadelphia County,

of assault and battery to ravish, and was sentenced to not less than 
four years and not more than five years in this Penitentiary, his 
present term (B 6112). He is a native of Philadelphia, is moderate, 
and married. 

16 (B 6119), received March 21, 1912. On January 25, 1909, 
at the age of eighteen years, he was convicted of burglary and larceny 
and sentenced in the Court of Chester County, to three years in this 
Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation law April 25, 
1911, (B 4717). On March 18, 1912, at the age of twenty-one years, 
he was convicted in the Court of Chester County of highway robbery 
and was sentenced to not less than four years and not more than 
five years in this Penitentiary, his present term (B 6119). He is a 
native of Chester County, Pa., moder^e, and single. 

17 (B6137), received April 10, 1912. On October 22, 1908, at 
the age of nineteen years, he was convicted of larceny and senten- 
ced in the Court of Wayne County, to two years in this Peniten- 
tiary, which expired under the commutation law May 22, 1910, 
(B4566). He also served three years in the Huntingdon Reforma- 
tory for breaking and entering cars. On April 9, 1912, at the age 
of twenty-four years, he was convicted in the Court of Susquehanna 
County of receiving, and was sentenced to not less than two years 
and nine months and not more than three years in this Penitenti- 
ary, his present term, (B6137). He is a native of Luzerne Coun- 
ty, Pa., is single, and an abstainer. 

18 (B 6138), received April 11, 1912. On March 21, 1902, at the 
age of eigthteen years, he was convicted of burglary and sentenced 
in the Court of Philadelphia County to ten years in this Peniten- 
tiary, which expired under the commutation law^ August 21, 1908, 
(B 1321). On April 11, 1912, at the age of twenty-eight years, he 
was convicted in the Court of Philadelphia County of burglary and 
sentenced to not less than eight years and not more than ten years 
in this Penitentiary, his present term (B 6138). He is a native of 
Philadelphia, moderate, and single. 

19 (B 6148), received April 19, 1912. On May 7, 1895, at the 
age of twenty-one, years he was convicted of breaking into Post Office 
to steal, and was sentenced in the United States District Court to 
seven months in this Penitentiary, which expired under the corn- 
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imitation law December 7, 1895, (A 8140). On February 7, 1905, 
a t the age of twenty-eight years, he was convicted in the Court of 
Lackawanna County of receiving stolen goods, and sentenced to two 
years and six months in this Penitentiary, which expired under the 
commutation law January 7, 1907, (B 2678). On April 2, 1912, 
at the age of thirty-six years, he was convicted of receiving stolen 
goods, in the Court of Lackawanna County, and was sentenced to 
not less than two years and six months and not more than three 
years in this Penitentiary, his present term (B 6148). He is a 
native of New York, moderate, and single. 

20 (B 6162), received April 26, 1912. On August 28, 1909, at 
the age of twenty-nine years , he was convicted in the Court of 
Adams County of larceny, and ^as sentenced to nofc less than one 
year and not more than ten years in this Penitentiary, and on 
Oct. 3, 1910, he was paroled (B5409). Healso served oneyearand 
tvN^o months in the Huntingdon Reformatory for receiving stolen 
goods. On April 24, 1912, at the age of thirty- two years, he was con- 
victed in the Court of Adams County of breaking and entering 
rail-road station to commit felony, larceny, and receiving stolen 
goods, and was sentenced to not less than five years and not more 
than fifteen years in this Penitentiary, his present term (B 6162). 
He is a native of Adams County Pa., occasionally intemperate, and 
married. 

21 (B 6163), received April 27, 1912. On October 11, 1S88, at 
the age of twenty-seven years, he was convicted in the Court of 
Carbon County of larceny, and was sentenced to two years and six 
months in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation 
law February 11, 1891, (A 4549). He also served thirty days in 
the Warren County Jail for larceny; twenty days in the Lehigh 
County Jail for trespass. On April 10, 1912, at the age of fifty-one 
years, he was convicted in the Court of Carbon County of larceny 
and was sentenced to not less than nine months and not more than 
three years in this Penitentiary, his present term (B 6138). He is 
a native of Northampton County, Pa., is single, and occasionally 
intemperate. 

22 (B 6167), received May 4, 1912. On January 25, 1908, at 
the age of twenty-two years, he was convicted in the Court of 
Luzerne County of burglary, breaking and larceny, and was sen- 
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tenc5edto five years in this Penitentiary, which expired under the 
commutation law July 25, 1911, (B 4064). He also served six 
months in the Luzerne County Jail for larceny. On April 20, 1912, 
at the age of twenty-seven years, he Was convicted in the Court of 
Luzerne County of breaking and larceny, and was sentenced to not 
less than seven years and not more than ten years in this Peni- 
tentiary, his present term (B6167). Bte is a native of Luzerne 
County, model^te, and single. 

23 (B6269), received May 4, 1912. On April 16, 1904, at the 
age of thirty-three years, he Was convicted in the Coiirt of Lacka- 
wanna County of burglary and was sentenced to four years in this 
Penitentiary, which expired under jbhe comnintation laW March 16, 
1907, (B 2303). On April 17, 1912, at the age of forty-two years, 
he was convicted in the Court of Luzerne Connty of larceny, and 
was sentenced to not less than two years and eleven months and 
not more than three years in this Penitentiary, his present term 
(B 6269). He is a native of Pennsylvania, moderate, and single. 

24 (B 6173), received May 6, 1912. On August 24, 1907, at 
the age of thirty-nine years, he Was convicted in the Court of Brad- 
ford County of receiving and was sentenced to two year's in this 
Penitentiary, which expired under the conimiltatiori law March 24^ 
1909, (B3795). On April 29, 1912, at the age of forty-nine years, 
he was convicted in the Conrt of Chester County of larceny, and 
was sentenced to not less than three years and not more than ten 
years in this Penitentiary, his present tefm (B 6173). He is a 
native of Kew York, moderate, and single. 

25 (B 6189), received May 24, 1912. On J^ebruary 18, 1895, 
at the age of seventeen years, he was convicted in thelTnited States 
District Court at Philadelphia, Pa., of devising a scheme to defraud, 
and was sentenced to seven months in this Penitentiary, which 
expired under the commutation law October 18, 1895, (A 7668)- 
On October 17, 1900, at the age of twenty-three years, he was 
convicted in the United States District Court, at Philadelphia, Pa. , 
of using the mail^ to defraud and was sentenced to one year and one 
day in this Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation laW 
August 18, 1901, (B 781). On June 17, 1903, at the age of twenty- 
five years, he was convicted in the tfnited States District Court at 
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Philadelphia, Pa., of misdemeanor, and was sentenced to one year 
and six months in this Penitentiary, which expired under the 
commutation law August. 29, 1904, (B 1913). On December 11, 
1905, at the age of twenty-nine years, he was convicted in the 
United States District Court of Philadelphia, of using the mails to 
defraud, and was sentenced to nine months in this Penitentiary, 
which expired under the commutation law July 26, 1906, (B3051). 
He also served ten months in Auburn, New York, for counterfeit- 
ing, and nine months in the Trenton Jail, for fraudulent use of the 
mails. On May 24, 1912, at the age of thirty-five years, he was 
convicted in the Court at Philadelphia County of abortion and was 
sentenced to not less than one year and not more than one year and 
one month in this Penitentiary, his present term (B 6189). He is 
a native of Lancaster, Pa., moderate, and married. 

26 (B6216), received June 11, 1912. On March 21, 1905, at 
the age of twenty-four years, he was convicted in the Court of Phil- 
adelphia County of larceny and entry, and was sentenced to two 
years and six months in this Penitentiary, which expired under the 
commutation law February 21, 1907, (B 3184). On June 11, 1912, 
at the age of thirty years, he was convicted in the Court of Phila- 
delphia County, of entering with intent to steal, and was sentenced 
to not less than two years and not more than three years in this 
Penitentiary, his present term (B 6216). He is a native of Phila- 
delphia, moderate, and single. 

27 (B 6224), received June 19, 1912. On June 13, 1908, at 
the age of twenty-three years, he was convicted in the Court of 
Dauphin County of larceny, and was sentenced to one year and 
three months in this Penitentiary, which expired under the com- 
mutation law June 21, 1909, (B 4336). He also served two years 
in the Huntingdon Reformatory for robbery, and five months in the 
Dauphin County Jail for larceny. On June 12, 1912, at the age of 
twenty-seveny ears, he was convicted in the Court of Dauphin County 
of felonious entry, and was sentenced to not less than five year^ 
and not more than ten years in this Penitentiary, his present term 
(B6224). He is a native of Dauphin County, occasionally intem- 
perate, and single. 

28 (B 6239), received June 25, 1912. On Octobers, 1906, at 
the age of twenty years, he was convicted in the Court ot Lacka- 
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wanna County of burglary, and was sentenced to eight years in this 
Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation law January 8, 
1912, (B 8426). On June 22, 1912, at the age of twenty-six years, 
he was convicted in the Court of Lackawanna County of larceny 
and was sentenced to not less than two years and not more than 
three years in this Penitentiary, his present term (B 6239). He 
also served nine months in the Lackawanna County Jail for burg- 
lary and larceny. He is a native of Pennsylvania, occasionally 
intemperate, and single. 

29 (B6245), received July 11, 1912. On January 6, 1909, at 
the age of twenty-one years, he was convicted in the Court of York 
County of larceny and receiving stolen goods, and was sentenced 
to one year and six months in this Penitentiary, but broke jail 
and escaped from York County Jail, and said sentence of January 
6, 1909, having expired under the commutation law July 11, 1912, 
(B5759). On July 11, 1912, having served his first sentence, he 
commenced serving a sentence of not less than four and one-half 
months and not more than one year and six months in this Peni- 
tentiary, which was imposed upon him April 17, 1911, for breaking 
Jail at York County, while awaiting to be taken to this Penitenti- 
ary, his present term (B 6854). He also served two years in the 
Huntingdon Reformatory for felonious entry and larceny. He is a 
native of York, Pennsylvania, is moderate, and single. 

30 (B 6256), received August 8, 1912. On August 17, 1908, 
at the age of thirty-two years, he was convicted in the Court of 
Philadelphia County of receiving stolen goods, and was sentenced 
to two years and six months in this Penitentiary, which expired 
under the commutation law July 17, 1910, (B 4421).

To the Honorable Board of Inspectors of the State Penitentiary for 
the Eastern District of Pennsylvania : 

Gentlemen : 

Herewith I respectfully submit my report as Parole 
Officer for the year ending December 31, 1912. 

Having passed through our second year in administering the 
Indeterminate Act of May 10, 1909, as affected by the new Act of 
June 19, 1911; lam submitting the figures for the two years, 
thereby showing the value of the Parole laws. 

The interest of the Board in the Parole system can readily be 
seen by an examination of the records of the department. The 
Board has not only paroled prisoners, but has shown a great inter- 
est in their subsequent welfare. It has allowed paroled prisoners 
to change their positions and location, when convinced that the 
change would inure to the betterment of the paroled. Let me cite 
one of the many cases of this kind. 

The Board gave a prisoner permission to change his position 
where he was making $15.00 per week, and go to another State to 
take another position. He is now earning $100.00 per month. 
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The Parole law has had a ealutary effect and been helpful to 
some of the old offenders. The Board paroled a prisoner who had 
upon three different occasions been sentenced to this Penitentiary. 
He served out his parole and is now a section foreman on one of 
the railroads in this State. There are many other cases of this 
kind. 

The paroled have been very successful in obtaining steady em- 
ployment; in only four cases have we been called upon to assist 
them in securing work. 

Of the 309 prisoners paroled since the Law went into effect, 64 
have broken their parole, .or about 21 per cent, leaving 79 per cent 
making good. Out of the 64, who during the last two years vio- 
lated their parole, only 7 have committed other crimes, 5 being re- 
turned here, and 2 serving time in other institutions. Others have 
been returned for violation of some regulation of the Parole law or 
rules. ^ 

Of the 64 violators of Parole, 46 have been returned, or about 
72 % of these 64 violators, 16 are still missing, or about 5 % of 
those Paroled. 

Of the 309 prisoners paroled, 46 have been returned, or about 
15 % of the prisoners paroled. 

I take this opportunity of expressing to the Members of the 
Board, my sincere thanks for the interest which they have taken in 
this work, and the assistance and encouragement they have given 
me in my efforts to make this system a success. I also wish to 
acknowledge my appreciation of the assistance rendered me by the 
Warden, Chaplain, and other officers of the institution.

Gentlkmbn: 

The general health of the Institution has been good, 
no contagious diseases have developed and there has been no ty- 
phoid fever treated this year, and no case originating in this 
Institution for the past two and a half years. 

There were 17, 732 sick calls during the year, and 11.211 
prescriptions from the drug store. 440 cases were treated in the 
hospital, of which number, 10 died. 

One of these cases was an accidental death from shellac pois- 
oning, and one a suicide from phosphorus poisoning, making a 
mortality rate per 1000 from disease on average population, of 5.78 
and from all causes 7.22 per 1000. 

The mortality rate per 1000 on total population was 5.50 
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Philadelphia prides herself this year on a reduced mortality 
rate of 15.08 per 1000. 

Of the 412 prisoners discharged during the year, 255 gained 
weight; 39 remained stationary, and 118 including those who died; 
lost weight. 

Thirteen cases having been examined by commission and 
ipund insane, were by order of Court transferred to hospitals for 
the insane. 

The tubercular cases are isolated and treated in open air 
cells. The tubercular death rate per 1000 on average population 
was 2.89. Last year the tubercular death rate was unusually low; 
combining the two years together, the average death rate per year 
from tuberculosis was 2.19 p^r 1000. 

As usual the system of general disinfection of the Institu- 
tion is being closely followed, and the place made entirely sanitary 
with most beneficial results. 

The hospital is in good condition, the operating room, a 
view of which will be found on another page, is up to date, well 
equipped and for its purpose can not be surpassed. 

The Consulting Staff has been strengthened by the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Frank Crozer Knowles as Dermatologist. 

I wish to express my thanks to the Consulting Staff who 
have at all times cheerfully rendered valuable assistance.

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2%e Board of Inspectors of the Eastern State Penitentiary of Pennsyl- 
vania: 
Gentlemen : — 

With grateful recognition of the good we have re- 
ceived from the hands of God, I respectfully present this report. 

There is a continual developement in the improvement along 
the lines that have been inaugurated by the Board, so that we have 
virtually a new Institution, on the basis of the separate system as 
it was originally devised, so that the life and methods of today 
have practically but little similarity or relationship to those of a 
few years past. 

The Parole Law which is now fully in operation, is doing 
good work in helping those who honestly purpose to do 
well, and also shows that there are some whom no law 
will render sober, industrious, and honest. 

The school department has constantly grown, as fast as facil- 
ities can be found for its uses. 
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During the Springmonths, to the great satisfaction of our people, 
we had the services of students of the University of Pennsylvania, 
who came on Saturday afternoons, and took two classes for special 
courses until the close of the college year. 

We are now ari'anging for another term under the care of sev- 
eral of the present students of the University. Miss Josephine T. 
Monges has generously donated to the Institution, a Lantern and 
Slides, making a valuable adjunct to our present plans. 

The music of the Band and Orchestra, has become a settled 
part of our life, and is a valuable element in the mental hygiene ; 
in the same category might be placed the Ball games, allowed occa- 
sionally during the Summer. 

As in every element in the occupation of society, there is 
need of watchful care. 

The great improvement in the mental and physical health, 
gathers in its service all the means we can contribute. 

We are still beneficiaries of the constant work of the Pennsyl- 
vania Prison Society, The American Society for Visiting Catholic 
Prisoners, the Protestant Episcopal City Mission, and the Prisoners' 
Guild of the King's Daughters. Mr. Frederick J. Pooley in his 
intimate relations with the Magistrate's Court and the Moyamensing 
Prison, is doing a very valuable work in guiding the life of many 
from the beginning of crime to honesty and virtue ; we share in 
his good works. 

Pastors of the churches are afforded every facility in their work 
among members of their Communions. 

Baptism, Confirmation, Sacraments, and Confessional services 
are freely participated in by the respective Denominations. 

Our Sunday morning Service for Divine Worship at 9 o' clock, 
is well sustained by ministers and choirs. 

Song service afc 3:30 p. m. is provided by the Protestant Epis- 
copal City Mission, and a choir by The American Society for Visit- 
ing Catholic Prisoners is provided, Bi-monthly. 

We are generously supplied with religious reading by the 
Moody Bible Institute, of Chicago, Mrs. Maud Ballington Booth, 
of New York, and Miss Evangeline Booth, of New York ; and with 
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Christmas cards and mottoes by the Protestant Episcopal City Mis- 
sion of this city, and the Gospel Trumpet CJompany, of Anderson, 
Ind. 

I desire to express our indebtedness to many friends among 
the churches, for the sympathy and aid ho generously afforded us, 
and to the Ministers of the various Denominations for their services 
in our Sunday worship ; and the faithful work of the Ladies of the 
King's Daughters. 

The Library maintains its place in the estimation of our peo- 
ple for its support in their life ; with the work and training of our 
school, it is invaluable in its influence. 

The Printing Department is kept fully occupied in the business 
of the Institution, and together with the Bindery is doing well. 

I beg to acknowledge the courtesy and assistance of the 
Board of Inspectors and the Warden, in the varied needs of my 
work; and the willing aid of the officers in my intercourse with the 
inmates.
